‘IMPARTIAL, NOT NBUTRAL, 








‘Tus result of the Reports on Trade in 
China for the year 1874, issued by the 
Foreign Customs Press, can scarcely be 
reassuring to those interested in trade 


with the Far East. Notwithstanding 
the general apologetic nature of the 
documents in question, the careful 
reader cannot fail to perceive that much 





ground has really been lost, and that, 





instead of progress in any one line, wo 
really have to deplore the decadence 
of a once promising trade. ‘This is the 
more to be regretted that the cause of 
this decadence is not natural but 
artificial. On the one side induced by 
the deliberate action of the Chinese 
authorities,-and on the other encouraged, 
by the supineness of the Foreign Re- 
presentatives, whose sole use of late 
years seems to have been to register 
tho retrogressive action of the Chinese 
Government ; and who, in spite of 
protests from the entire mercantile 
community, coupled with predictions of - 
the necessary course that affairs would 
take, have insisted on allowing matters 
to drift from bad to worse, and theme 
selves to become entangled in wordy 
disquisitions, while all along the 
foundations of wholesome trade were 
beings apped. 

‘The Reports commence with one from 
the pen of Mr. Man, at Nowchwang, 
from whic we extract an interesting 
passage, or another page, Naturally, the 
Commissioner at Newchwang treats fully 
of the increasing growth of native opium 
in the province, and his remarks are in 
confirmation of what we have hitherto 
eld, as to the unwillingness or inability 
of the Chinese Government to place 
any wholesome check on the produce 
tion of opium within the Empire. 
At Newchwang, such was the want 
of controlling power, that an attempt 
to levy a tax on opium brought 
down from the interior had to be 
given up. ‘Tho Yamén runners, ine 
deed, made a rich harvest, but the 
exchequer was in no way advantaged, 
while the producers were driven to a 
state not far from rebellion, The 
latest result of the want of system is 
the introduction of opium cultivation 
into the province of Tsitsihar, hitherto 
almost a waste. Here, however, it 
cannot be looked upon as by any 
means an unmitigated evil. Tt has 
induced the. rapid colonization of w 
hitherto wild and unprofitable tract, 
and, in so far, has really strengthened 
the bulwarks of Chine against North 
ern encroachment. As was naturally 
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to be expected from this condition of 
affairs, the import of Indian opium 
shows for the year a considerable de- 
cline, all the more serious that the 
soil and climate of Manchuria have 
proved themselves admirably suited 
to the growth of the poppy plant, and 
the drug extracted therefrom is yearly 
improving in quality, as well as in- 
creasing in the amount produced. It 
was expected during the year that an 
increased intercourse would take place 
with Corea, as our readers are aware; 
however, that country refused with its 
usnal obstinacy to permit any amelior- 
ation of the obstacles imposed on 
trade across the frontier, so that the 
slight spurt produced at the opening 
of the markets quickly subsided. The 
one re-assuring item ia the trade of 
the port is the increase in the export 
of pulse and bean-cake, Mr. Man cal- 
oulates that the amount shipped by 
native vessels is nearly equal to that 
leaving by foreign bottoms, making a 
total Zor the year of some three-and- 
a.quarter millions of piculs, The 
trade shews symptoms of passing 
more into foreign hands than formerly, 
always a wholesome sign at a port, as 
implying an improved method of doing 
business, 

‘Tientsin bas perhaps a little brighter 
prospect to offer than Newchwang. 
‘The trado in piece goods recovered to a 
certain extent from the depression into 
which it had fallen; and that in legi- 
timate native imports, such as sugar, 
cotton, &¢., showed a considerable in- 
crease, Tho exports of Tientsin have 
always been of too insignificant a natare 
to need much comment. 

Chefoo exhibited a state bordering 
‘on stagnation, and the Commissioner, 
Mr. Drew, with every desire to draw a 
fair-weather picture, has to acknowledge 
that he has “not the gratification of 
remarking any marked improvement in 
the main conditions of trade.” Of the 
entire amount of the business of the 
port, Opium represents no less than 
25 9%. Curiously, while at Newchwang 
tho import bas been steadily decreasing, 
‘at Chefoo it has been, on the whole, in- 
creasing, and this contemporaneously 
with a wider spread of local cultivation. 
‘Mr, Drew gives an account of the 
districts where the production of the 


native drag is most active, one locality | 


being within ten miles of the port. It 
is not, however, grown so openly in 
Shantung as in other provinces, and it 
is more difficult to obtain reliable in- 
formation. ‘The import of piece goods 
shows a fair increase, but by no means, 
as Mr, Drew remarks, in proportion to 


the increased cheapness of the article, 
which in a more healthy condition of 
affairs should have resulted in a marked 
and permanent increase. Chinkeang 
supplies a good many of the inland 
marts, at one time dependent on Che- 
foo. The systematic efforts made at 
that port to crush out a growing 
trade resulted, as we shall see fur- 
ther op, in a considerably de- 
creased quantity of piece goods being 
sent under pass to Shantung, and 
hence, possibly, some of the in- 
crease of the import by Chefoo can be 
accounted for. The exports showed 
bat little variation ; the principal, pulse 
and beancake, remaining almost on a 
level with previous years. The export 
of yellow silk at one time afforded a 
gleam of hope that a new export 
from China suitable for Foreign trade 
had been discovered, but the result has 
proved that, whatever is the cause, the 
dealers cannot, or will not, lay down 
the article at Chefoo at rates low 
enough to be remunerative to the 
Foreign exporter. The item of straw 
braid is an increasing one in the Re- 
turns, but great difficulties are ex- 
perienced in obtaining good and 
serviceable qualities, Tt seems capable 
of considerable increase, did the pro- 
ducers care to improve their style of 
working ;~but, Chinese-like, they are 
generally contented to tread in the 
old paths, degenerating rather than 
advancing, when an increased demand 
arrives.

‘The China Navigation Company’ 
Glengyle was lost on Tuesday mor 
last, while on passage betwe 
and Amoy, by striking on an 
rock. It appears that at about nine 
o'clock on Tuesday morning, the ship 
was near the Three Chimney Bluff 
passage, S.-E. of Namoa Island, when 
she suddenly struck on an unknown 
rock and sank in seven minutes, 
Captain Carnell, Mr. Batten, 3rd officer, 
and Mr, Lang, the fourth engineer, are 
reported missing. The rest of the crew and 
Passengers made for Swatow,—the chief 
engineer being known to have arrived there. 
Tt is suppored that the rock upon 
which the Glengyle struck is the same 
upon which the Madras was wrecked ; 
it would appear from the telegram 
that, although the ship sunk #0 quickly 
after striking, there was time to get 
the boats out and to enable the crew 
and passengers to leave the wreck and 
steor for Swatow; but whether they 
reached that port in safety is as yet a mat- 
ter of conjecture. 

On the Gch instant, the P, & O, steamer 
Sunda was observed by a pa 
well beached on the South 
Inland, Oneof H.MS. gunboats, theP. &0.

CHINA AS A MILITARY POWER. 
Iw a cnrions article, which we reprint 
elsewhere, the Spectator dreams about 
“Tho next big topic” that will agitate the 
mind of Europe ; and pitches upon a 
great war with China, in which Eng- 
Jand will be defeated, as one possible 
incident. The forecast is chiefly in- 
teresting as one expresion of an idea 
which seems to obtain rather generally 
in England, that the Chinese have 
during the last ten years so materially 
increased their power for war as to con- 
stitute them really considerable adver- 
saries, For some mysterious reason,— 
compounded probably of a knowledge 
that Li Hung-chang is a great promoter 
of Arsenals, and that the father of 
the present Emperor has been always 
reputed hostile to Foreigners—the 
English Press seems to have become 
imbued with an idea that a war-party 
has ascendancy at Peking; and this 
impression probably stimulates the 
tendency to exaggerate the portents of 
war. Be this as it may, the tendency 
to over-estimate the power of China 
certainly exists, and the fact renders 
the firm tone of the Press during 
the recent crisis, more noteworthy 
Not long ago, one London paper 
wrote: “The Chinese have been 
preparing for war steadily for some 
years. Thirty-five years ago we 
Tidiouled the Chinese armaments ; 
and no doubt soldiers armed with bows 
and arrows were not very formidable. 
But twonty years later they bad learnt 
the use of artillery, as our experience 
at the Taku forts taught us. Since the 
r of 1860, the Celestials have been 
steadily reorganising their forzes both 
by land and sea, They have had the 
help of English and of American 
officers. They have replaced their 
junks with ironclads; they have armed 
these and their Iand defences with 
rifled gans of the heaviest metal. 
‘They have an army of a million men, 
a cousiderable portion of them provided 
with breechloading rifles. Above all, 
the Chinese troops are now disciplined 
as they never were before.” And the 
Spectator itself, in a recent number, 
ys “It should be remembered that 
the Chinese are very well content with 
the Burmese King, who has acknow- 
ledged his vassalage; that the party 
in power at Peking is supposed to be 
* supported by Li, of all Chinese states- 
men the most hostile to Foreigners, and 
that China has for months past been 
arming herself. It is quite possible 
that the war-party has gained an 
condanoy, and quite in accordance wit 
Chinese tactics to begin war with 
massacre, The fleets can, we imagine, 
‘ protect the ports, and Lord North. 
brook could have ten thousand men 
"afloat in a fortnight; but the next 
Chiriese war will be a serious business, 
* the Chinese having greatly improved 
thoir artillery. If it comes, i 
“to end without the ¢ 

































place, preferentially Formosa, whence 
we can act in safety against the coast, 
or without a close alliance with Japan.” 
We might multiply quotations, but 
these are fair specimens ; and it is, as 
we said before, a notable index of the 
strength of feeling at home, that the 
prospect of a more serions war than has 
yet arisen with China, does not suggest 
ashadeof disinclinationto incur thatwar 
if it should be necessary to enforce a 
satisfactory settlement. 

Our present purpose, however, is 
rather to say how very exaggerated is 
the impression of Chinese power which 
obtains, That the Chinese have estab- 
lished arsenals, built gunboats, and 
bought as well as manufactured a 
great number of arms of precision, is 
certain. But what has become of 
them all is, we believe, a mystery to 
every Foreigner in China, The troops 
outside the South Gate of Shanghai, 
who are supposed to be among the best 
drilled in China, are armed with muzzle- 
loaders, the garrison of the Taku forts 
was so until very recently, and, we 
believe, is so still. Of all the Krapp, 
Dahlgren and other guns that have 
been imported from the West, we can 
account only for a very few at the Taka, 
Pehtang, and one or two other forts ; 
and we doubt whether there isa gunner 
in the Chinese army enpable of point. 
ing them approximately at their fall 
range. There is even « Gatling gan in 
one of the forts on the Peiho; buta 
Foreign gentleman who was lately 
shown it as a curiosity, was informed 
that it had never been used; the officer 
in command was too afraid of hurting 
it and getting himself into trouble. 
‘There it had stood for a considerable 
time, and it may be easily inferred how 
the machinery is likely to work. We 
may probably find in this officer’s ad- 
mission, an explanation of what happens 
to all the other vast quantity of weapons 

bought or 
manufactured only to disappear from 
sight. It is likely that the great value 
placed upon these new weapons—a 
value which their enormous cost re- 
ely to Chinese gingals, as well the 
belief in their efficiency, would tend 
naturally to create—leads to their being 
stored away for careful keeping; and 











system leads eventually to oblivion of 
their existence. We have good authority 
for saying that, during the crisis of 
the Japanese difficalty, orders were

tare and purchase of stores which 
existed in quantities, but which bad 
been forgotten in the obscurity to 
which they had been consigned for safe 
keeping, and where they are pro- 
bably mouldering still. And what 
are these forts about which we hear 
so much, on the Yangtsze and other 
portions of the coast? Except the Taku 
forts, they are the laughing-stock of 
every Foreigner who bas seen them. 
What use are the three-inch plates 
that are being plastered on the batteries 
at Woosung, except to create splinters 





for the. injury of the garrison? We 
could point to a battery on the: Yang. 
tsze, which is made so carefully bomb. 
proof that there is no suffi 
ventilation, and in which the ‘occup- 
ants would be soon smothered like bees 
in a hive by the smoke of their 
own guns, What impression does any 
one believe the guns of the Tnkn forts 
would make on the Audacious, anchored 
five miles off in the Gulf? And then 
for their ships: they have certainly 
turned out a fair nomber of present. 
able-looking ships; but what chance 
would the. whole fleet have againt 
such vessels as the Thalia, the 
Modesto or the Oharybdis—either in 
point of officers, crew, or armaments ? 
OF course, the Chinese have increased 
their military resources during the 
last ten years, though it is an open 
question whether those very resources 
have greatly improved their strength, 
in view of their utter lack of training 
and leaders, But it is still more open 
to question whether these very re- 
sources do not leave them, relatively, 
as far behind Europeans as they 
were in 1842 or 1859; whether 
the advance of warlike science in the 
West does not leave them even farther 
bebind, than when jingals and bows 
and arrows were opposed to the “old 
“Brown Bess,” China isa country pose 
sessing great natural resources—we 
admit it with all reserve as to the 
enormous population with which she 
is eredited ; but she hes neither 
the organisation, the communications, 
nor the means to bring these re- 
sources tobear. Why, the sinking of the 
Vanguard, which will not be noticed in 
an English Budget, involves s loss 
greater than half the amount of the’ Inst 
Chinese Loan. 














THE JAPANESE MINT. < 


‘TaeRe are wo believe still some people 
who prefer China to Japan. They till 
accuse the latter as flighty, and profess 
to admire the stolidity of China, as in. 
dicating more substantiality of character, 
Not all the railways and telegraphs 
which have been constructed in Japan, 
not the wonderful Revolution she accom 
plished, nor the gradual consolidation 
of her new Government, have sufficed 
to relieve her altogether from’ tho 
charge of imitativeness. There are'still 
people who regard the progress of the 
last eight years as effervescence, aid 
a half-confessed ‘expectation- of 
seeing it all subside very much 
ike the froth of champagne. We bavea 
higher opinion of Japanese intelligence, 
and if astonished at the changes 
which have been wrought with such 
marvellous rapidity, cannot but believe 
in the genuine appreciation of reforms 
so steadily persevered in, Judged by 
the test of her coinage alone, Japan 
would be entitled to take far higher 
rank than China. Even at the date 
of our first intercourse, she had- a 
usefal and elaborate coinage  repres 
senting as many values a8 our own 
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urreney. The establishment of a Mint 
lid not mean the introduction of a 
jew idea, but simply the adoption of 
\now currency: framed on a Western 
nodel, with a view tofacililate commerce 
ind exchange. The currency of a 
jountry is a very fair test of its rank 
n civilisation; ‘and the superiority 
if the old Japanese coinage to the 
sopper cash aud syceo shoes of China, 
narked as clear # superiority at the 
ime, as the recent adoption of a new 
itandard marks a quicker intelligence 
ind more ready appreciation of the real 
recessities of the situation, The smile 
vith which Art, VII. of Mr. Bur- 
ingame’s treaty was received here, suf- 
iciently indicates the Foreign estimate 
if Chinese polity. ‘he picture of the 
Smperor of China agreeing with the 
Tnited States in “recognising in the 
sresent progress of nations a favourable 
‘endency towards unity of civilisation,” 
yas too amusing; and the convention 
‘hat, “regarding a unity of money anda 
inity of weights and measures as 
‘avourable to that great object, they 
will use their influence and efforts 
‘0 obtain the establishment, by the 
yenoral agreement of nations, of re- 
resentative coins having ® common 
zalue,” was u platitude surpassing the 
sichest exhortation to virtue ever ad- 
iressed though the Gazette to the col- 
ective mandarins, ‘The representative 
of debased copper cash assuming a voice 
at a Council of financial economists, and 
promising to help reform the ea 
af the world, was simply del 
Certainly no country in the world— 
searcely even one of the savage chief- 
taincies of Africa, could be worse off 
in the, matter of cnrrency ; but neither 
Joes any country seem less ready to 
adopt, or less filted to suggest, an im. 
provement, It isa matter indeed for 
gravedoubt whetber the Chinese Govern- 
ment could establish a sound currency, if 
it had the will or the intelligence to 
devise one ; whether its subjects would 
believe in the value of an Imperial 
coin, and whether the Government 
sufficiently organised to prevent clip- 
ping, forgery, and all manner of fraud. 
However, let us turn now to the 
report of the Japanese Mint for the first 
six months of the current year, and s 
what work it has accomplished during 
that interval. Altogether, 46 9°7,7 99 
coins werestruck, representing .lueof 
$1,894,717 ; but, as willbe seen by com- 
paring numbers and value, the greater 
part were of small denominations. 
158,891 5-yen pieces were the only gold 
coins issued; and out of six millions 
odd silver coins, 5,600,000 were 10 
and 5.sen pieces. The great demand 
has been. for copper coins, of which no 
less than 40,000,000 have been issued 
during the half-year. Tho average 
amount in value of copper coins pro- 
duced, ranged originally from fifty or 
sixty thousand yen per month; but on 
account of the pressing demand by 
the Government for these coins, the 
working hours of the Copper Depart- 
ment have been increased, till the 





























prodnotion bas reached an average 
amount of a hundred thousand yen in 
value per month. The maximum daily 
production of copper coins was reached 
on May 2st, when 117,000 oz, or 
more than $4 tons were struck. The 
silver yen seems fated to sink “into a 
curio, ‘as we learn that it has now 
entirely veased to be coined, and is to 
be supplanted by the Trade dollar, of 
which some 38,000 were issued during 
the half-year. Altogether the work of 
the Mint seems to have been carried on 
with perfect success under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Isbimal; and the fact 
speaks volumes for the excellent train- 
ing to which the natives must have 
been submitted by Major Kinder and 
his assistants, as well as for the intelli- 
gence of the Japanese themselves, The 
obligation to him is indeed frankly 
and honorably admitted in the present 
report, and reference is made to an 
interview which he had with the 
Mikado before leaving, at which His 
Majesty warmly eulogised his services. 
That the Japanese do not, however, 
feel strong enough to stand alone, is 
natural. The important offices of 
Assayer, and Chemist and Metallur- 
gist are filled by Foreigners, who are, 
as the report admits, “chiefly en. 
trusted with the control of the actual 
operations of minting.” ‘The Engineer, 
Coiner, and Roller are also Foreign- 
ers, so that, we imagine, little practical 
change has been made in the substitu- 
tion of a Japanese for an English Master.

THE OPIUM HULES, 


Tak relief we experience from the re- 
moval of the Water Witch, suggests anew 
the question—wby should the opium 
hulks be allowed to remain in their 
present position? In one way and 
another, in our own columns, in Cham. 
ber of Commerce reports, and under 
various guises, the subject has been 
often mooted, and always with the 
same result. Everyone wishes them 
to go, and yet they remain. ‘he 
Harbour-Master of the day, when con- 
snlted by the Chamber of Commerce in 
1871, reported that the hulke did not 
interfere with the general traffic, and 
wore in fact rather an advantage to the 
small craft, which they protected from 
the swell caused by steamers. But we 
fanoy the general verdict of ship-masters 
frequenting the river would be different, 
at least as regards the Berwick Walle; 
and very certainly, any proposal for 
their removal would be received: by 








tho community with the same ap. 
planse which greeted Mr. Hogg’s 
suggestion to that effect, at the 
meeting of the Chamber in that year. 
Why should these unsightly hulks be 
allowed to shut ont our view of Pootung 
point and its pretty though useless 
little Chareh ? Any proposal to utilise 
the foreshore has been met with firm 
resistance, on the plea that so pleasant 
and healthful a walk as the Bund 
should not be choked by wharves, with 
ships alongside and landing sheds upon 
them. Yet we tolerate these unsightly 
opium hulks, which offer nearly as 
great disadvantages with the additional 
chance of upsetting your sampan over 
their mooring chains whenever you go 
afloat. Pootung point does not equal 
the Snowy Valley in point of scenery, 
nor are the waters of the Hwangpoo 
pellucid as those of Ning kiang chiao. 
Bat either and both are preferableyas a 
prospect, to the sides of the opium bulk 
and why these should be allowed to lie 
in the spot of all others where they are 
most offensive, is a mystery—like our 
submission to Jekin taxation in the 
Settlements, and our toleration of the 
hundred and one other exactions and 
annoyances which are daily imposed 
upon us. 

The hulks cannot be abolished alto- 
gether till Bonded Warehouses are 
established. But is that contingonoy 
altogether removed from the prospect’? 
It was conceded by Art. XIL. of Sir 
Rutherford Alcock’s convention, and 
was spoken of as likely by the Come 
missioner of Customs in tho early 
months of 1869, And why so reason- 
able a demand should have been let fall 
by either merchants or minister, is one 
other of the many mysteries which 
surround our condition in China, 
The hulks, in fact, seem to be 
there, simply because they have 
been there; and the reason why they 
first came to be there is connected 
with a state of affairs in China long 
antecedent to the last treaty, Before 
the treaty of Tientsin, the trade in 
opium, though openly carried on, was 
80 under a pretended veil of illegality, 
and as it was not legal to land the 
drug, it was sold from on board el 
Presently these ships came to be an- 
chored in special localities, and finally 
degenerated into mere receiving ships ; 
so the opium ships became an institu- 
tion along the coast of China. The 
treaty of Tientsin, by legalising the 
landing and sale of opicm on shore, 
might naturally bave led to the rain 
of the ships, were it not that their 
anomalous position in former days had 
practically exempted them from paying 
duty on the drag on board; and this 
exemption, continued from old custom, 
prevails to the present day. Port and 
trade regulations have, however, pro 
vided special rules, so that the 
opium ship is in these times practically 
a bonded warehouse, with the disad. 
‘vantage to owner and importer, of the 
extra cost which the maintenance of a 
floating -godown with its crew and 
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other expenses entails. Old custom, 
as wo have stated, originated the opium 
ship; like Topsy, it grew, and has 
for many years been a recognised 
institution. It is, possibly, simply 
on this account it has subsisted so long, 
and has so long outlived the cir- 
cumstances which gave it birth. The 
opium hulks, then, are bonded, and they 
will probably continue as an institution 
till the principle has been extended 
from the river to the shore. But that 
is no reason why they should remain 
in front of the Bund. We have 
every respect for them as relics of a 
past age and condition of things; of a 
day when the trade of China paid, and 
opium was as certain to give profits as 
tea now is to lose if people flood the 
London market with six months’ supply 
in a less number of weeks, We have 
beer interested in the tales of adven- 
ture connected with their predecessors, 
and have explored with reverence their 
old mooring ground at Lukong. But 
neither their age nor their associations 
entitle them to sbut in the Bund, and 
neutralise the self-denial of Iand- 
owners who refrain from building 
wharves and warehouses on the fore- 
shore in pure deference to the wish of 
the community and from a single- 
minded desire to keep open the view 
from their verandahs, Let them go up 
the river, down the river, or even across 
the river to Pootung, if necessary ; but 
let them be removed from where they 
are. They would still be in the way on 
tho opposite side, but they would be less 
in the way than they are now. 





PROPOSED MISSIONARY CONFERENCE. 


Tan Ohinese Recorder and Missionary 
Journal for September - October an- 
nounees that the great majority of 
Protestant Missionaries in China bave 
given in their adberence to the proposed 
scheme of a Missionary Conference, and 
that it has been determined that this 
Conference should take place on the 
10th May, 1877. We are glad. to 
notice this mark of friendly union, and 
hope that the result will be in accord- 
anco with the time allowed for prepara 
tion. We have always been as ready 
to give credit to the missionary body 
for what they have done, as to de- 
precate the occasional outbursts of ill- 
regulated zeal which in a few instances 
have led to difficulties that a little more 
of serpentine wisdom would possibly have 
avoided. Such conferences as are now 
suggested, as tending to bring mis- 
‘hin the limits of a 
special organisation, cannot fail to 
have a usefal effect in restraining the 
movements of aberrant members, and in 
bringing up to a wholesome standard 
the entire body of missionaries working 
‘under its auspices. As opposed to their 
Protestant brethren, the Roman mis- 
sionaries in China have long worked 
under such an organisation as is pro- 
posed. Between the Jesuits and the 
other societies for the propagation of 














the faith, there have long existed differ. 
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ences of practice and opinion; and at 
the close of the 17th century these 
differences had, in China, nearly broken 
out into open flame. To avoid the 
public scandal likely to result from this 
state of affairs, needed strong measures 
at Rome; and the effect bas been that all 
the Roman missionary bodies work to. 
gether witha zeal apparently untempered 
by any jealousy of competing bodies. To 
the credit of the Protestant Mission- 
aries, we may say that union and not 
jealousy is the rule, and that, notwith- 
Standing the apparent number of sects, 
the energy aud good feeling of those at 
the helm have prevented any untoward 
clashing of interests. The discussions 
which have lately taken place represent 
a wholesome spirit of fair criticism, 
rather than any symptoms of disunion 
amongst the general body. It is thus 
that we look upon the controversy with 
respect to the proper term for the 
Deity. As one of those'who took part 
in the discussion remarked, the final 
result is by no means in the hands of 
the Missionaries; the practice of the 
native converts would in the long ran 
prevail, as it has done in so many other 
instances; and that word which has 
been found best fitted to express the 
ideas presented to the body of native 
Christians will insensibly oust other and 
less expressive names from common 
parlance. 

Conferences such as that suggested 
will probably have another searcely less 
important use. It is not many years 
since it was supposed that some great 
and sharply defined line separated the

Foreign lay residents, By degrees 
that hard and fast line seems to be 
becoming dissipated. In fact, neither 
party understood the other, and, in con- 
‘sequence, an apparent antagonism arose 
between the two. Experience teaches 
us, however, that this diversity of 
interests need not exist. To a certain 
extent we are workers in one common 
field, and though our instruments may 
vary, our objects are not very re- 
mote, So long as Missionaries were 
working in small sections, each bent on 
its own plans and without any mutual 
understanding, so long was this condi- 
tion of affairs likely to last. A better 
comprehension of the objects and mode 
of working of the missionary body will 
certainly result in more consideration 
being granted to its labours by the 
mercantile body, as will likewise an 
increased knowledge of the latter tend 
to remove from the former many of those 
ideas of hostility with which they have 
supposed the mercantile classes to be 
imbued, In this point of view, many 
of the topics proposed for discus. 
sion will have an interest possibly 
beyond their intrinsic worth; and 
this, perhaps, will account for the 
apparently impractical nature of some 
of the subjects. Such questions as the 
position of the missionaries with regard 
to the family religion of the Chinese 
are of the highest importance, as also 


of their duty with regard to the treaty 








rights of native Christians, It is un- 
fortunate that the latter should have 
had to be made the subject of stipula. 
tions between the Government of China 
and outside powers, but the fault must 
lie with that Government and not with 
us. So long as we do not forbid mis- 
sionaries, we cannot stand by and aco 
only misery and persécution as the 
result of their Iabours ; not can we, in 
humanity, give over entirely to the capris 
cious cruelty of theirown magistracy, the 
fate of native converts. Still, political 
interference in these matters is to be 
deprecated, and should only be resorted 
to in the last extreme,

donot count. They are too much like the 


chance of a meteoric stone big enough to be 
dangerous hitting the planet Barth, that 
too much like the poriilities which, if we 
‘once accept them asdata, paralyse intellectual 
power by upsetting the machinery through 
which it has been accustomed to work. ‘The 
catastrophe must be uaual, that is, must have 
recurred sufficiently often’ within ‘historic pe- 
riods not to make the mind recoil, as if in 
imagining such an event it were entering a 
now world blind, the most awful of imaginable 
conceptions. 

Now, what are the catastrophes which fulfil 
that condition of usuality? Chiefly War, 
ivil War, Insurrection, Revolution, Famit 
Sickness, and Death ; and which of these is it 
tobe? One would say, if the ealcalation or 
dream were to be regulated as ordinary caleu- 
lations would be—and a man forced to calculate 
even about dreams would instinctively fall 
back upon his habitual methods—that the 
rule of recurrence should be studied, that of 
recurrent misfortunes the one from which men 
had been exempt for the most unusual time 
was the one most reasonably to be expected 





























soon, We may most reasonably, because 
althongh man knows little or nothing of the 
laws which govern the recurrence of events, 
and did not till very recently suspect that 
such laws could exist, snd does not 
even now feel certain whether he is. mi 
taking phenomena for facts, still, if he is 
to reason on probabilities at all, he must obe; 
the instinct which compels his miud to think 
the recurrence of what fins been, possible, and 
the recurrence of what has frequently been, 
very likely. If, then, regularity of recurrence 
is to enter into the calculation, which it ought 
not to do, though very gambler thinks it 
ought, tie speculator will he driven by the 
necessities of his calculation to fix upon a 
great death as the most probable imminent 
ent. Of all usual catastrophes, none has 
been without recurrence so Jong. ‘The last 
unexpected death that can be said to have 
affected mankind, that ig, to have immediately 
affected the fate, and conduct, and thoughts 
of the ruling races of the world, was that of 
the Emperor Nicholas of Russia, and bap- 
pened just twenty years ago, Beople have 
forgotien its importance now, as they forget 
everything; butin the natural course of events 
Nicholas, who was born in 1796, might have 
been reigning now ; and had he been reigning 
now the probability, amounting to certainty, 
is that the whole course of history would havo 
been different. He would never have stood 
silent while his pet German Princes were eaten 
up, till his great-grandehildren will hardly 
know where to look for wives. Since his 
death most of the calamities we have mon- 
tioned have occurred, have interested man, 
and have passed ; but there has been no great 
death. ‘There have been three first-class warg, 
between France aud Aust 
Austria, and Prussia and France ; one first: 
class civil war, that which shook the United 
States; one first-class Revolution, that of 











































































epidemic and

ove. ‘The sickness to be notable, to be rare, and 
to be catastrophe, must be in Europe, and mush 
either he formidable enough to affect the wel- 
fare of a nation, breaking out, for exumple, 
the barracks of Germany, or, and much 
more probably, among the cavalry horses of 
Europe; or in some seat of learning like 
‘Oxford, or in some centre of fierce activity 
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Tike Paris or London, Nothing of the kind 
has oceurred in Europe on a great scale for 
tivo centuries, and its recurrence, if improb- 
able, owing to the immensely improved condi- 
tions of modern life, is not impossible, or 
fairly to be classed with the catastrophes 
‘which are outside reason. It is unlikely, but
